MEETING or tHE Boanp or City 
CoMMISSIONERS.—On Wednesday even- 
ing last the Board of City Commission- 
ers held their regular monthly meeting. 
Mayor Whitaker presided, and Messrs, 
Gorman, Stronach, Upchurch, Johnson, 
Prairie, Ellison, col., and Dunston, col., 
Commissioners, were present, 


The ope of the five free holders, 
appointed to assess damages resulting 
from the opening of Swain strect was 
submitted and read, 

On motion of Mr, Prairie, the report 
was recommitted to the committee in 
order that the report might be made to 
include all property holders livang along 
the line of the street, and also to sect 
out the advantages accruing. 

Ellison, col., offered the following 
resolution which was adopted: 

Resoloed, That the City Attorney be 
authorized to consent to a “case agreed” 
for the purpose of bringing before the 
Supreme Court the question as to 
whether the city levy on credits, bonds, 
&e., is legal, and be instructed to ap- 
pear for the city in said court. 

The petition of S. F. Phillips was 
read and reterredl to a committee con 
sisting of Messrs. Prairie, Stronach and 
Gorman, and the said committee were 
instructed to inform themselves as to 
the feasibility of widening the northern 
portion of Wilmington street. 

On motion the City Treasurer was 
authorized to renew the insurance upon 
Metropolitan Hall. 

On motion of Ellison, colored, the 

resolution which passed ait last meeting, 
amendatory of the ordinance in relation 
to hucksters, was so amended as to give 
them permission to commence purchas- 
ing at 9 a. m., instead of 11 a. m. 
On motion of Dunston, colored, it was 
ordered that property owners on the 
south side of Cabarrus street, from As- 
kew’s corner to Merrill's corner, be 
notified to fix their sidewalks with 
gravel, 

The petition fora well inthe Western 
Ward,at the corner of Lenoir and 
South streets, was referred to the Com- 
missioners of this Ward for their report. 
Several licenses for restaurants, and 
the retail of liquor were granted. 

The Committee appointed to conter 
with the authorities ot the R. &G. R.R., 
in regard to Julinston street, reported 
that the Railroad Compuny had agreed 
to make the necessary crossings within 
thirty days. 

Claims against the city, to the amount 
of $5,118.14, (monthly expenses) were 
ordered to be aucited and paid. 

On motion of Mr. Prairie, the Mayor 
was requested to instruct the police to 
enforce Sections 9 and 18, Chapter 2, of 
the City Ordinance. The sections re- 
ferred to read as follows: 

9. If any person shall feed any horse, 
muie or other animal on any street ex- 
cept in the vicinity of the railroad 
depots, or shall hitch either of said 
animals to any shade tree in the city, or 
to any post within four feet of the toot- 
way, he shall forfeit five dollars fer every 
offence, with the cost of the warrant. 
18. No wagon, cart, carriage, buggy 
or other vehicle shall be permitted to 
stand in any strect when not in use by 
the owner, under a penalty of four dol- 
lars for each offence, and the City Com- 
missioners are hereby directed to be 
strict in the enforcement of this section, 
On motion, the Board then adjourned.

Douglas, were returning to Statesville 
from the residence of Mr. Hayne Davis, 
who lives about two miles from there, 
the carriage in passing over a mound in 
the road became uncoupled.

The Horse Malady. 
October 31. 


Two of this morning’s papers relate 
the result of the inquiries at the Rail- 
road, expressand livery stables, and the 
conclusion reached is, that forty or fifty 
horses have symptoms of the equine 
epidemic; while another morning pa- 
per, the reporter otf which visited nu- 
merous stables, says, veterinary surgeons 
are not attending any horses in the city 
suffering from the disease, and further- 
more, they did not believe there was a 
case in town. There are horses, not an 
unusual number, suffering with colds, 
not certainly unusual at this season, but 
many owners of and those who have 
horses in care, express fears that their 
animals will be attacked by the disease, 
and are taking precautions accordingly. 
New York, Oct. 31. 


All horse cars were stopped early to- 
night. 

n Cleaveland the disease is spreading. 
Several livery stables were closed, and 
the fire department and express compa- 
nies’ horses are becoming unfitted for 
service. 

There is little change reported in 
Boston, but the disease has extended 
to Waterville and Eastport, Me. 

In Poughkeepsie, N. Y., and other 
places on the Hudson River, the disease 
is increasing.

The Great San Francisco Races. 

San Francisco, Oct. 31. 

The race between Lucy and Occident 
at Treats Park Course, Alameda, this 
afternoon, attracted ten thousand per- 
sons. The track was not in a good 
conditlon, a portion was wet and heavy. 
The horses were in good trim and ex- 
cellent spirits. 

The race was fora purse of $7,500, 
best three in five to harness. Pools at 
noon sold, Lucy sixty, Occident fifteen 
dollars, and the time pools, two twenty- 
one, at forty dollars, and two ninetcen 
and two twenty, at seventeen dollars, 

Large amount of money was pending 
on the race, paincipally on time pools. 

In the first heat Occideat drew the 
pole. A good start was then made in the 
second scoring the horses then 
started evenly to the quarter 
pole when Occident broke up, and 
lost badly at the reaching of the halt 
mile. The horse then gathered up, and 
closed with in two lengths when Lucy 
passed the score time two twenty five 
and a half, 

In the second heat a fine start was 
made after considerable scoring. Occi- 
dent commenced breaking soon after 
they got off, and the chance of the heat 
was lost in passing the first quarter. 
Lucy continued to gain to the end, and 
gassed the score, leaving Occident dis- 
tunced with thirty feet. Additional 
time 2:20. Considering the tract Lucy’s 
time created surprise. 

Great disappointment is manifested 
at the result, and the people have lost 
confidence in the California horse.

A RADICAL SULICITOR TRYING 
 TOINDICT A DEMOCRAT- 
IC PAPER FOR 
LIBEL. 


THE JURY RETURN ‘NOT | TRUE BILL.’ 


THE JUDGES SPECIAL INSTRUC- 
TIONS. 


He Charges Them to find a true Ball. 


WILMINGTON, Oct. 31. 


On Jast Saturday the Grand Jury for 
the Superior Court of this county, now 
in session, threw out a bill of indict- 
ment for libel against the Wi'mington 
Journal, a daily Democratic newspaper 
of this city. Monday the, Solicitor, a 
Republican, intormed the Judge, also a 
Republican, that he wished to send a 
new bill, and asked him to send for the 
jury, and to instruct them specially in 
relation to the law of libel. He also 
informed the Judge that the parties 
against whom he wished to proceed, 
were editors of the Wilmington Journal. 
The jury was brought into Court and 
the Judge charged that the matter set 
forth in the indictment then exhibited 
in Court, constituted libel, and 
true bill were not found, the Jurors 
would commit perjury. The alleged 
libelous matter is as follows: 

“The difference, according to Radical 
ideas of right and wrong, and of justice, 
it is all right to turn Northern convicts 
out of the Penitentiary although they are 
grown men and notorious thieves, founc 
guilty by a jury after a fair trial, but it 
is all wrong to turn young Southern 
boys, tender in age, who, by promise 
ot mild tratment, were induced 
to plead guilty before scoundrels like 
a Judge without any trial at all. Itis 
all right in Radical eyes to pardon the 
Pennsylvania thief, but it would be all 
wrong to pardon the North Carolina 
Ku Klux so cailed. The grown man 
Yerkes goes iree. The young boy Ram- 
seur is in a felons cell. Can North 
Carolinians reconcile i to their minds 
or to their conscience to vote for Grant. 
If Grant is beaten radicalism will die.— 
It Grant is re-elected radicalism will 
live.” 

Yesterday afternoon the jury again 
came into court,and were lectured by 
the Judge in a manner that he was con- 
sidered highly insulted for having taken 
no action on the bill up tothe present 
time. The jury have not found the bill. 
The affair has created considerable 
excitement in the city, and much indig- 
nation is expressed at What is regarded 
by many as aneffort to stifle the irce- 
dom of the press. 

Farther Particulars of the Burning 
of the Steamer Missouri. 


Key West, Oct. 31st. 


When the boat, loaded with survi- 
vors, left the burning ship. one boat was 
seen with her keel upward, with two 
men clinging to the keel. The boat 
with the survivors lay by two hours to 
save the boat in clistress. It is not like- 
ly that any more persons escaped. No 
sail had been seen for two days. 

Forty minutes after the rescued boat 
left the ship the surv.vors saw passen— 
gers and crew left on the vessel crowded 
aft. 

The passengers were breakfasting 
when the alarm of fire was first given. 
The boat of survivor's was rescued by 
the Schooner Spy. A schooner which 
went towards the burning ship, returned 
and reported that it had seen nothing 
of any boats or passengers. 

The sea was breaking heavily 1n the 
reefs. Seven females and seven chil- 
dren were abourd—none of whom got 
into the boats.

“ Battleboro a few days since. The time |

* much longer. This is a free country 
* and all have a right to speak and vote 
“ as they please.”"—Rocky Mount Mail. 

We do not know what colored Gree- 
ley Electors are referred to by the Rocky 
Mount Mail, but we presume Saunders 
and Hatton, two colored speakers, who 
have been canvassing Nash and Edge. 
combe are the parties who were assailed. 

We published on Tuesday an account 
of the outrage committed on Harry 
Dancey, a colored Conservative, by a 
white Radical named Davis, who had 
quarreled with Dancey previously at a 
political meeting ; Davis selected what 
he considered a favorable opportunity 
of wreaking his vengeance by a dastard- 
ly personal assault on Dancey a few days 
since at Battlebore, when he thought he 
had the advantage—being surrounded 
by a crowd of his sable poiitical fol- 
lowers, 

This attempt to do violence to an 
honest and well-behaved colored Dem- 
ocrat because of his political senti-
